The first workshop, held 
at the Calvatiers Club, dealt 
with discipline in public 
schools after desegrega- 
tion. Dr. Robert Evans, 


tor the State Department of 
Education, led the work- 
shop which included Ruth 
Brown, John Hilliard, John 
Carter, president of the 
Columbus Black Adminis- 
trators, and Ken Woddard, 
Evans said that positive 
discipline is a must when 
schools desegregate, and 
indicated that positive dis- 
cipline.is an outgrowth of 
informed and skilled admi- 
nistrative leadership.

He or she 
must exert a positive influ- 
ence on the students and

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ward teaching, preaching, and social work. 
But then came 1955 and Mrs. Rosa Parks’ 
acclamation that she was too tired to move 
to the back of the bus. 

Under the leadership of Dr. Martin Luther 
King, Jr., the civil/social revolution of the 
decades of the ’50s and ’60s brought about 
some real changes: This nation was made to 
recognize that all components of its “melting 
pot” were not being accorded the rights and 
justice that were guaranteed by the constitu- 
tion. James Brown had us singing “I’m Black 
and I’m proud”; through song, the Impres- 
sions told us that “we're‘movin’ on up”; and 
Reverend Jesse Jackson had us proclaiming 
“I may be poor, but I am somebody.” 

But today there is. silent movement that 
is threatening to strip many Black Amer- 
icans of their pride and dignity. No, I am not 
talking about a new pitfall from White 
America, but rather I am alluding to those 
Black persons who have brainwashed Black 
families into believing that they should 

accept the welfare syndrome as a way of life. 
And so today, we find too many Black fami- 
lies allowing the welfare system to rob them 
of their responsibility, their dignity, and 
their pride. And the tragedy is the fact that 
this loss of initiative and ambition is being 
down to their children. 

Black America, I ask you if receiving 
something for nothing is really worth risk- 
ing the loss of some potential future leaders 
of our community and this nation? Let us 
recognize that welfare should be temporary 
assistance and not a way of life.

He was obviously referring to the acquittal 
last week of six Klansmen and Nazis on 
charges of murdering five Communists during 
a demonstration confrontation in Greens- 
boro, N.C. , 

Beatty, a Columbus Democrat who was 
serving in the House by appointment but-won 
a full term at the Nov. 4 election, said he is also 
concerned about the sniper-shooting of Ver- 
non Jordan, president of the National Urban 
League who was gunned down in Ft. Wayne, 
Ind. earlier this year. : 

Beattv. however, stressed that his comment 
does not necessarily mean that he is endors- 
ing the restoration of the death penalty in 
Ohio. But regardless of whether he favors 
such legislation or not, he feels strongly that it 
should include tacially motivated slayings, he 
said. 

The death penalty bill which was passed by 
the House last year, would have made certain 
murderers subject to capital punishment. But 
evenso, the 10 black members voted against it.

Republicans, however, as a result of wrest- 
ing the senate control from Democrats 18 to 
15 at the Nov. 4election, are flexing their legis- 
lative muscles and pledging to pass a mean- 
ingful death punishment bill during the early 
days of the incoming session. 

Senator Thomas A. Van Meter, (R-Ashiand), 

a staunch advocate of capital punishment, 
and who led the dpposition to the Tranter bill, 
becomes Senate President Pro Tem in Janu- 
ary. With Republicans controlling all commit- 
tees, Van Meter said recently: “We're going to 
get a tough death penalty bill passed,” adding:
